Page 6 Line 23 of the specification refers to Figure 5, which has not been 
submitted by the applicant. 

The abstract is object to because on the 5 th line there appears to be a spelling 
error. The term "an" should be replaced by -and-. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, as recited in Claims 5- 
6 and 10-1 1 "first interior circular edge", "first exterior circular edge", "second circular 
exterior edge", and "second circular interior edge" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 & 7-9 are allowed. 

Claims 5-6 & 10-12 have allowable subject matter, however are objected to 
because of the informalities mentioned above. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with regard to 
Claims 1 and 7, the prior art does not teach or suggest a lighting system having a 
condensing lens, a circular annular reflecting mirror, and a parabolic reflector wherein 
the parabolic reflector has a circular opening positioned on the optical axis of light 
emitting diode which directs the light away from the condensing lens and the reflected 
light being received by the circular mirror which then reflects the light 180 degrees 
essentially parallel to the optical axis of the LED. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
